northwestern corner Cambridge, 
gritty industrial section wrapped soft 
belt protected natural areas, called 
Alewife, after the neighboring brook. here that 
commuters from the northwest suburbs Con- 
cord, Carlisle, and beyond pour the four 
lanes ultramodern Route and merge with the 
traffic already creeping along the Alewife Brook 
Parkway. line, the vehicles head east, then south 


toward Boston, swinging from rotary 


promenading couples slow-motion square 
dance. 

factories and warehouses for steel 
fabrication dot the 370 acres Alewife. Much 
the land remains vacant. new MBTA Red Line 
station and parking garage are under construction 
across the parkway from the three 22-story 


apartment towers that dwarf their surroundings. 
The best view the industrial zone from the old 
Fitchburg Bridge, which straddles the Boston and 
Maine tracks. 

Alewife, which has economic decline for 
the past years, one those urban fringe areas 
that sometimes ripen for new development. There 
more land available here than 
downtown; it’s less expensive than Route 128 
property; and accessible both. The prospect 
the new station and its 2000-car garage add 
greatly the growth potential this latest (and 
perhaps last) streetcar suburb Boston. 

Hedging Alewife all sides, however, are 
parks, wetlands, and residential neighborhoods.

Remember Polavision? few years 
ago, when Polaroid 
“instant movies” system, went over, 
according one Boston photographic 
dealer, “like lead balloon.”

even isn’t with the corporate heirs 
Jock Whitney, the Herald last 
owner. Whitney Communications threat- 
ened suit about the Tribune name, but 
was the New York Times that took the 
Moonies federal court about the old 
English typeface the masthead was set 
in. thought the whole thing rather 
ridiculous,” the new Tribune’ editor, 
Robert Morton, was quoted saying. 
see how the world anyone could 
mistakenly pick and buy the New 
York Tribune thinking was the New 
York Times.”

No, buy the Tribune because offers 
things don’t get the other papers 
look weekday mornings. write 
“look at” because seems that 
damn few bother “read” 
newspapers anymore, least not the 
sense that “read” books. Rather, 
scan newspapers (including this one) 
sections, glancing headlines and dis- 
plays, dipping into items that interest 
and absorbing them only 
long they hold our interest. It’s not 
efficient, and certainly miss lot, but 
that’s what both and newspapers are 
programmed for these days. This piece 
unabashed plug for the most un- 
popular journalism New York (that’s 
saying something, considering the cur- 
rent state the Post and that 
interest you, turn Loth Gee.

The make-up the Tribune almost 
unvarying not downright mono- 
tonous. comes two 14-page sections, 
two, the front section has separate pages 
for international, national, Washington, 
metropolitan, business (including com- 
plete New York Stock Exchange table 
and selected Amex and OTC listings), 
and editorial pages. The second section 
now has four pages what the paper 
used call “Opinion” articles, and 
which now calls “Commentary,” along 
with features, theater and book 
review, four-page sports section (in- 
cluding track charts), page television 
and Manhattan movie listings, and half 
page comic strips. 

missing? Well, begin with, 
advertising. The Tribune carries almost 
display ads and rarely much more 
than page classified. You know how 
papers offer rate deals 
categories corkscrews, bottle openers, 
and swizzle sticks, make 
example they can promote them- 
selves the leading advertisers bar 
accessories, whatever? Well, the Trib- 
une leads only supernatural category 
astrologers, psychics, and messengers 
from God. admire that church 
paper. 
But this absence ads the Moonies’ 
problem. reader, glad see the 
Tribune furnishing much editorial 
matter few pages. Nor think 
much the detriment that its 
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The last the old, the first the new: 


burdened dispatches from the As- 
sociated Press. their first year, the 
Moonies decided not gamble the 
principal wire service’s nonrefundable 
year-in-advance charge, and 1978, 
after antitrust decisions had whittled this 
down mere $10,000 week 
advance, they decided, apparently, that 
they were doing very well with UPI, 
which the paper now supplements with 
Reuters and occasional Washington Post 
and Los Angeles Times features, its pick 
stories from the other Moon paper (in 
Washington), and, now claims, “13 
overseas bureaus covering key areas 
the globe (read: stringers working 
space rates). 

better paper with AP? 
Sure! But does need it? Not really. 
news gets picked sooner later 
UPI and Reuters, and when paper has 
only one deadline day, few minutes’ 
beat story isn’t that important. Also, 
because most respects the better 
wire service, seems that editors 
the other papers tend rely too much 
it. days when everybody uses 
story interested in, good 
know where find another perspective. 

Granted, though, that the Tribune 
lacks the flexibility its competitors, 
particularly when news breaks unex- 
pectedly drags into the evening. For 
example, the night the Chicago 
mayoral election went press with 
“Epton takes early lead heavy Chicago 
based returns from percent 
that city’s precincts. The Times and 
News that picked the same time 
called correctly for Washington based, 
respectively, percent and 
percent the precincts. the other 
hand, the previous day, the Tribune, 
along with the Times, held for all the 
Academy Awards, while the four-star 
News settled for just the male supporting 
actor. 

But don’t buy the Tribune read 
about media events and national political 
stories. buy for news that nobody else 
bothers report, and because seems 
letting some good people cover stories 
their own way. sense, the Tribune 
sort the Chicago Cubs New York 
journalism staffed retreads from 
other papers and draft choices who 
yet proved themselves. They 
may not win often enough threaten 
the league leaders, but sometimes 
more fun watch. 

example, give you somebody 
named Howard Reiser sent down 
cover City Hall against Times bureau 
half dozen more, and least 
many News reporters. And this 
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reeley just might approve. 

handicap enough, works for 
paper that self-respecting politician 
wants publicity in. What did Reiser do? 
carved out beat among pols with 
almost self-respect all: the New 
York City Council. The other papers, and 
certainly the electronic media, gave 
our ineffectual council long time

Well, other 
churches can promote Bingo and run 
“Las Vegas Nights,” don’t see why the 
Moonies tout horses. 

The Tribune doesn’t pay many re- 
porters (and certainly not those who are 
members the Unification Church) 
Newspaper Guild scale, but seems 
get pretty good stories out some 
them. This year, the New York Press 
Club, organization belong to, gave 
out five awards for newspaper work. 
One apiece went the Times, the News, 
and Newsday Long Island. Tribune 
reporters won two, including, for the 
third consecutive time, the Cub Reporter 
the Year Award. 

The Tribune also has few columnists 
like follow. Harold Rosenthal, old 
friend from the New York Herald 
Tribune, writes only sporadically now, 
but still damn well. Also, there’s such 
thing armchair jogger, it, thanks 
the Friday column runner-author 
Eddie Coyle and how many other 
papers you know that cover 
running even once week?

Barry Farber, for instance, billed 
the Tribune “New York City talk- 
show host and personality,” 
pompous print, he’s urbane 
William Buckley and much more fun 
read, and once long while (as

Back taxes come due: Dukakis 
begins face the deficit

uring the past 
Michael Dukakis has suffered 

merciless pounding the press 
for his performance the budget crisis 
1983. The liberal newspapers have scored 
him for refusing face squarely 
unpleasant fiscal realities 
do, Gov. Dukakis: major tax 
boost inevitable,” read forthright 
headline the Boston Globe). The 
conservative press has gone after him for 
refusing accept rosy fiscal myth. “Let 
the governor forewarned,” the Lowell 
Sun solemnly editorialized. lost his 
shirt the [override attempt, last 
month], lose his pants tax 
increase.” For his failure acknowledge 
the obvious, least, Dukakis deserved 
the brickbats. Ever since 1980, when the 
twin manifestations the tax revolt 
Reaganomics nationally and Proposition 
home appeared, state tax 
increase has been inevitable. 

1981, when the mayors and 
selectmen the Massachusetts Munici- 
pal Association dropped their opposition 
and joined the tax-cut terrorists 
the push for state bail-out from its 
severe effects, the tax increase became 
not only inevitable, but imminent. the 
three years since the state has kicked 
nearly billion new local aid the 
cities and towns. During the same period, 
penurious policies have cost the 
state least another half-billion lost 
federal aid. Dukakis lucky, really, that 
the anticipated $300 million budget gap 
faces not worse. 

many other states have learned, 
the bills for Reagan’s campaign gifts 
the taxpayers are coming due. the past 
year, fewer than states have 


increased their taxes make for the 
federal cuts. Rhode Island hiked its 
gasoline tax cents gallon, three 
cents more than the Massachusetts gas- 
tax “floor.” Connecticut broadened its 
seven percent sales tax include restau- 
rant meals under one dollar, and several 
farm-related purchases (like seed and 
fertilizer), which had previously been 
exempt. New York and Connecticut both 
have “decoupled” from federal deprecia- 
tion schedules that will cost other states 
billions corporate taxes over the next 
three years. New York and Rhode Island 
have adopted so-called “unitary tax,” 
which steps collections from inter- 
state multinational corporations, 
which previously had been able 
underestimate their wealth for tax 
purposes, even they had made huge 
profits other states. 

There were numerous early warnings 
that the man who was elected governor 
1982 would have sign new tax 
legislation some kind, even that man 
were King. 1981; the well-respected 
Gerald Cohen, Dukakis supporter who 
was then chairman the House Com- 
mittee Taxation, was speaking openly 
about what called $200 million 
fiscal problem for Massachusetts,” 
problem created the same factors that 
have caused this year’s crisis.

However, despite the boasts 
getting convictions, other 
questions seem indicate that 
the attorney’s office has yet 
narrow its search for corruption 
the city’s housing programs 
specific instances potential 
wrongdoing and may still 
fishing for information. For ex- 
ample, though the subpoenaed 
person who spoke with the Phoe- 
nix was also asked any 
member his family had 
interest any company doing 
business with the city any 
company doing business outside 
the country, was not ques- 
tioned about specific banks 
companies. The agents also asked 
other extremely broad questions, 
one point inquiring this 
man knew any instance 
corruption the HIP program. 

Although this individual enter- 
tained the FBI for two and half 
hours, was still subpoenaed 
appear before grand jury, per- 
haps because didn’t answer all 
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answer them manner that 
satisfied the agents. was 
ordered appear before grand 
jury with any diaries, calendars, 
personal records might 
have kept from 1978 1981 
years that mark the heyday 
political machine.

Last Wednesday thePhoenix spent more than hour talking with 
man who was one about current and former city employees 
subpoenaed and/or questioned federal agents investigating 
possible corruption the White administration. The interviewee 
was willing discuss his experience only the condition that his 
name and job withheld. The man told the Phoenix that FBI 
agents asked him approximately 120 questions during interview 
that lasted approximately two and one-half hours. The interview 
began with questions about the city’s old Housing Improvement 
Program (now part the Office Housing). Under this 
program, the city awarded rebates low- and moderate-income 
homeowners renovating their homes. The rebate money came the 
city from the federal government. Subsequent questions focused 
the individual’s personal finances and business interests, and his 
knowledge the activities high city officials. Here are some 
the questions the city employee says was asked federal agents: 
Did you ever “shake recipients housing-improvement 
grants for contributions Mayor re-election campaign? 
you, does any member your family, have interest 
company doing business with the city Boston?

The nuclear-power industry laid rest

ity the poor nuclear-power 
industry. 
Ever since the early 


when the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission was created and Presi- 
dent Eisenhower delivered his 
“Atoms For 
speech, enormous resources 
the federal government have 
been directed toward making 
nuclear power something other 
than synonym for Armaged- 
don. But even after the billions 
spent research, the waiving 
inconvenient insurance require- 
ments for nuclear-using utilities, 
and oil shocks between 1972 and 
1982 that raised the price 
petroleum from barrel $35 
barrel, the industry remains 
danger withering away. 

Like most other things this 
imperfect world, its problems 
usually come down money 
the cost making nuclear plants 
appear safe enough appease 
increasingly skeptical public, 
the cost raising funds build 
new plants, the cost the 
Washington 
somehow feels obliged bestow 
this economic tapeworm. 
occasion, the nuclear industry 
still able muster “victory.” 
Supreme Court decision suit 
filed people living the 
vicinity Three Mile Island. The 
high court held that psychologi- 
cal stress people living near 
nuclear plant not sufficient 
grounds shut the plant down. 
But this kind boost for the 
nuclear industry becoming 
rarer all the time. 

the last few months alone, 
the House Science and Tech- 
nology Committee has voted 
cut off funding for the Clinch 
River breeder reactor, de- 
monstration project that was sup- 
posed prove the viability 
plant that can also create more 
fuel than consumes. Since 
Senate Majority Leader Howard 
Baker solidly behind the plant, 
located his home state, this 
committee’s vote doubt will 
overruled. But the level 
federal appropriations for Clinch 
River seems certain lowered 
the future. 

Then there’s the case the 
Salem nuclear plant, Lower 
Alloways Creek, New Jersey, 
which experienced complete 
breakdown its automatic-shut- 
down system February 
failure that’s costing the 
owners more than million 
day for replacement power sup- 
plies, and raising yet another 
set problems for plant-safety 
designers. And the Indian 
Point nuclear-power station 
the Hudson River, miles north 
Manhattan, which can’t seem 
run test its emergency- 
evacuation procedures because 


Seabrook 1980: who gets the 


many people its service area 
view these drills nothing more 
than public-relations placebos. 
And there New England’s own 
pair nuclear-power plants, 
scheduled into operation 
one these days Seabrook, 
New Hampshire. One plant may 
working December, 1986, 
two years behind schedule; pre- 
dictions about when the second 
plant will come on-line range 
between 1987 and never. 

The Supreme Court has not 
been totally helpful the nuclear 
industry late. case that 
probably more important than 
the one involving psychology 
and plant operation, the court 
opted support the doctrine 
“states’ rights” way that 
could seriously hinder future 
nuclear-plant 
many areas. held that the 
federal right 
regulate the safety aspects 
nuclear technology did not mean 
that the states had lost “their 
traditional responsibilities the 
field 
utilities.” And held that Cali- 
fornia, Massachusetts, Maryland, 
Oregon, Maine, and Connecticut 
states with laws concerning 
the safe disposal nuclear waste 
could stop construction 
nuclear plants within 
borders. 

put this decision 
spective, now appears that 
states have veto plant 
construction inside their borders 
(regardless federal prodding 
preference) the plant does not 
seem economically viable. 
And since the cost nuclear- 
generated power these days 
considerably higher that 
power produced 
fossil fuels, construction 
could receive 
death sentence. 

all the trials and tribulations 
now facing nuclear advocates, 
however, perhaps the most 
serious involves the Washington 
Power Supply System, 
group utilities that banded 
together some years back build 
five nuclear-power plants. 
combination 
cession (which reduced demand 
for electricity the region) and 
mind-boggling lack cost-con- 
trol measures these projects 
has forced WPPSS (or 
uncomfortable choice: default 
$2.25 billion worth the munici- 
pal bonds issued fund two 
nuclear plants that were 
canceled January, 1982, pay 
the piper and suffer equally 
unpleasant set consequences. 

default the municipal 
bonds floated WPPSS would 
not only undermine the credit

bonds, could also sour investors 
the whole municipal-bond 
market. This 
money for innumerable projects 
relating power production and 
transmission, highways and 
bridges, pollution control, 
schools, and sewerage treatment. 
also supplements the tax bases 
states, cities, and towns. 
major default (and $2.5 billion 
major) that lessens public con- 
fidence supposedly super-safe 
“munis” could end forcing 
almost every local government 
and its dependencies pay more 
bond interest, charge higher taxes 
and user fees, and cut back 
badly needed projects. 

The other option for WPPSS 
meet its obligations bond- 
holders for the two canceled 
nuclear plants. But doing so, 
the utilities would lose count- 
less millions dollars for their 
own shareholders forced 
burden their customers with ex- 
orbitant electric-rate hikes. 

The basic pay-or-no-pay issue 
raises slew related questions 
that are the delight legion 
lawyers now alighting swarms 
the WPPSS carcass. The situ- 
ation has become complex, 
fact, that WPPSS probably the 
only tussle American financial 
history have spun off its own 
newsletter, which published 
monthly Seattle. There’s the 
matter how much responsi- 
bility underwriters and brokers 
WPPSS bonds have the people 
who bought these securities, and 
the matter what, any, obliga- 
tion the federal government has 
case like this. 

should noted that WPPSS 
bonds have recently become one 
the more speculative securities 
for investors with taste for the 
exotic. People who think that 
some government other will 
step and see that everyone gets 
paid, that the utilities the 
system will end forking over 
everything due, can now get 
percent discount. course, 
there’s always the chance that 
neither these things will hap- 
pen which case the litigation 
could drag for years come.

When first heard sculpture racing, 
pictured the Venus Milo leaping off 
her perch and challenging Rodin’s The 
50-yard dash. wasn’t far off 
the mark: sculpture racing, conceived 
Boston artists Jeff Kage and Kirby 
Scudder little over year ago, 
artsy form road racing. Artists build 
sculptures-on-wheels with the race 
mind, then transport their kinetic 
creations (often with the help runners) 
along course through the streets. 

course’s end, the three sculptors 
whose sculptures are first cross the 
finish line are awarded trophies. 
Aesthetics damned, least for one 
glorious moment: matter not hoot 
what artist’s work looks like, just 
how fast can go. 

This year, the World Sculpture Racing 
Society (also founded Kage and 
Scudder) will sculpture race the 
Cambri ige River Festival May 21;a 
Art Museum exhibition the 
collected works extends 
through June 26. The WSRS 
collaborative effort intermedia artists, 
conceived order produce 
performance and environmental art; 
performance work, the sculpture race 
considered begin the moment 
sculptor decides participate and 
continue long the race stays 
memory. 

The WSRS publishes manifestos 
setting down the aesthetic and 
conceptual premises all this fun. And 
turns out the idea sculpture racing isn’t 
nearly capricious may sound. 
Look this way: race winged 
Cambridge street way bringing art 
the people, albeit somewhat fleetingly. 
“Sculpture racing exists the zone 
between high art and popular culture,” 
proclaims the society’s second manifesto. 
embraces the modern world 
commerce, promotion, and mass 
communication.” 

The race the River Festival will have 
about sculptures, uh, running it,

and will also feature “soundscape” 
electronic-music composer Richard 
Lerman and invocation 
performance artist Bart Uchida. 
Participants are required have least 
one wheel under their pieces, which 
must roll the length the course (about 
mile) dragging, other words. 
Last year, few cumbersome sculptures 
showed the festival seeking 
admission; accommodate the needs 
various artists, the WSRS subsequently 
created three categories racing art: 
sprinters (fast, lightweight pieces), 
heavyweights (over 200 pounds), and 
team works meaning anything 
large that requires more than one 
person propel it. 

such ways are Happenings made. 
Sculpture racing has turned into Big 
Deal, with the WSRS racing around last 
summer Hamburg and Kassel, West 
Germany, and Paris. decidedly 
zany these shenanigans sound, the 
society takes the world large pretty 
seriously. Last year, when the Falklands 
crisis loomed, the WSRS (which 
considered the affair war’’) sent 
telegram: WORLD SCULPTURE RACING 
SOCIETY OFFERS ARBITRATE 
FALKLAND ISLAND CONFLICT/WILL 
RUN SCULPTURE RACE FALKLANDS 
BETWEEN BRITAIN AND ARGENTINA 
SETTLE DISPUTE SPORTSMANLIKE 
MANNER. 

Now that’s what call diplomacy. Why 
place some these sculpture- 
racing guys the Reagan 
administration?

The 
catalogue’s prose pretty much promises 
you the stars for around $30 
shot (discounted for AEA members). 
Get-rich-quick schemes even 
dime dozen these days; the evil 
fascination this publication the 
types businesses suggests and 
the ideology expressed Revel (the 
“millionaire guru 
according Texas magazine, according 
the catalogue). Revel argues that pluck 
luck (no brains necessary) are bound 
catapult you, the small-business 
owner, into enormous wealth. Why, just 
think about the riffraff you have for 
ashamed that immigrant can land 
here with business education and 
severe language problems yet probably 
earn two four times more than you 
Don’t you think you could spot 
and fill American needs better than the 
poor Korean immigrant that starts 
about it, someone will probably some 
little foreigner who just got off the boat.” 
Yikes. worse, the catalogue 
reports that more than 400,( people 
worldwide pay attention the AEA, 
least the extent reading its 
Entrepreneur magazine. Which seems 
odder still considering that the business 
opportunities listed the catalogue 
range from the weird the outlandish. 
Herewith, sampling opportunities

“Psychoanalysis, On- 
omastics, and Hominy: Analyses 
American Sport,” and “Power and Con-

suspected the answer was, very seriously.

For early arrivals like myself, the first 
evening popular culture began with 
little action the Hotel Broadview. And 
mean little. One couple danced 
slowly, cheek cheek, the large, 
sparsely decorated lobby while five- 
man band played fast Grover Washing- 
ton tune. Over the reception desk, 
few guests wearing double-knits, 
sensible shoes, and Name Is” 
nametags sat easy. chairs drinking 
highballs. 

felt out place, and spotted some 
other people who looked out place. 
But sign the elevator reassured me. 
read: “Reception p.m. Crystal Ballroom 
Two, Pop Culture,” and “Welcome Com- 
petitors, Wichita Jazz Festival.” 

“Yup, that’s right, jazz bands from 
all over Kansas,” explained disheveled 
elevator operator the car made its way 
the eighth floor. “Happens every 
year. But this culture thing? new.” 

Room 815, popular-culture artifact 
that looked forward examining, was 
the end long corridor constructed 
the college-dormitory motif blue- 
painted cinderblocks. The door opened 
without having turn the key. 
Inside there were paintings 
nothing the there was free 
shampoo sample the bathroom; there 
even “Welcome Wichita, 
glad have you with us” 
brochure from the Chamber Com- 
merce. There were complimentary 
anythings unless you count the Holy 
Bible. faint tapping noise came from 
the hallway; the pipes, decided. 
deduced that, like myself, the Popular 
Culture Association had low budget. 
Still, the room was pleasant enough. 
was clean, with hard bed and all that. 
And offered nice view the city’s 
squat skyline, though, after unsuc- 
cessful 20-minute wait for elevator, 
decided there were some serious draw- 
backs having penthouse view. 

There was not much for the eye 
behold least way human 
activity Crystal Ballroom Two. Only 


two two dozen tables the mam- 


moth, high-ceilinged hall were occupied. 
joined the group around one and sat for 
quite while, but one said much. 
Finally woman broke the ice. “You 
must from the East Coast from 
Boston,” she said, introducing herself 
Lynette Eastland from the University 
Utah.

‘Well good morning Mr. Bus Driver. How 
are you today?’ (said mocking old- 
lady voice). ‘Oh just fine. love 
driving around all day the front 
window bus and visiting with all the 
friendly little old 

The paper also cited many fancy- 
sounding studies that Eastland based her 


research on. The snippets driver. 


conversation were more fun, though, and 
also more informative. One conclusion 
Eastland’s that found particularly il- 
luminating was that bus drivers’ words 
not always match their thoughts. For 
example, driver might say passen- 


ger, “Oh, sorry. Did you want off 
back there? This stupid door must 
broken and the buzzer dumb electrical 
system. know, had electrical 
trouble with this bus before.” But he’s 
really thinking: asshole! You were 
damn rude when you got 
screw you. turned off the back door 
and the buzzer you would look like 
fool shaking and trying get 
attention. And now you'll have walk 
two blocks.” made mental note 
polite bus drivers and turned out the 
light.

Early the next morning, encountered 
group standing the eighth-floor 
elevator.

Room 517, for the early-bird session 
“Popular Music and Public Institutions.” 
stocky man the podium kicked off 
with Pink Floyd tape. “Hey, should 
all get and dance,” said. few 
members the audience looked around

decor. They seemed expectant but some- 
what embarrassed; one took him 
his suggestion. The man the 
podium shut off the tape and introduced 
himself Professor Dan Siminoski, 
political scientist from Texas Tech Uni- 
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versity, here explain how politics 
mixes with pop music. “Dry recitation 
fact one way teaching,” began 
dryly, “but bringing popular music into 
the classroom really 
attention. 

“First have students look through 
their albums home for those they think 
are political,” went on. “This one 
the most important political excercises 
the class because they are deciding what 
politics. Then write down the lyrics 
and explicate them, like poetry, for 
political content.” Siminoski explained 
that after several weeks the class 
switches from pop politics pure 
politics.

Sure enough, 
just the professor had foretold, the 
audience became more attentive, and 
before long there were smiles popping 
out all around the room. “This song 
against war,” Siminoski. concluded 
solemnly. “He [Country Joe] was

a.m. the lobby was bustling. The 
Bowling Green bus full graduate 
students apparently had arrived.

went inside the Waco Room, where 
the tone was noticeably different from 
that the previous session music. 
small group scholarly-looking people 
were listening attentively 
Polivka, social worker from George 
Mason University, Virginia, explained 
why she bought all the Grandparents’ 
Day cards available her area last year. 
Greeting-card companies, unenthusiastic 
about her proposed study their cards’ 
visual and written content, had declined 
provide 
Polivka found 110 varities her own 
substantial number given that the day’s 
only been around since President Carter 
established it, September, 1979. 

Her carefully conducted study showed 
that percent the cards avoided 
accurate physical portrayal old age, 
offering instead pictures big and little 
bunnies, dried flowers, and white-haired 
humans with 20-year-olds’ faces.

certainly has had its share cows (they 
came right through town, 
Chisholm Trail, only 100 years ago), the 
streets are straight.

Today many researchers are 
interested picking the vari- 
ous projects that were started 
the ‘50s and before psyche- 
delic drugs became widely avail- 
able. Some the research with 
drug addicts and alcoholics was 
therapeutically motivated; other 
studies used the drugs in- 
vestigate such topics 
lateralization receptor 
mechanisms. Kasof thinks that 
the most promising uses LSD 
are for psychotherapy, the study

brain. 

Not all scientists agree, how- 
ever. few years ago, the journal 
Science reported that “the scien- 
tific establishment generally 
unsympathetic the arguments 
for psychedelics,” and quoted 
psychiatrist Robert Dupont, 
former head the National 
Institute Drug Abuse, the 
effect that “drug radicals” were 
using possible medical and scien- 
tific applications “stalking 
horse Trojan horse” for their 
cause. “It not obvious that 
anybody suffering from 
deficiency LSD this coun- 
Dupont said. 


The “mainstream tradition 
far-out, Sufi, Gnostic, 


Harvard experimentation” 

When Timothy Leary said this 
his recent talk, many the 
audience laughed. But Leary and 
Alpert are only the most 
notorious examples long 
tradition psychedelic research 
Harvard. For instance, William 
James, for whom the psychology 
building named, experimented 
with nitrous oxide and wrote 
his experiences Varieties 
Religious Experience. His experi- 
ments with peyote, the main 
psychedelic available during his 
lifetime, were less successful: the 
only effects reported ex- 
periencing were stomach cramps 
and vomiting. 

And the tradition continues. 
Currently the university can 
boast (though rarely 
to) hosting Grinspoon and 
Bakalar, well their col- 
leagues the medical school, 
Norman Zinberg and Henry 
David Abraham, both whom 
have done original research 
psychedelics. addition, the 
director Harvard’s Botanical 
Museum, Richard Schultes, made 
his reputation with his studies 
hallucinogenic 
chiatrist and drug researcher An- 
drew Weil also associated with 
the university. “When was 
looking into graduate schools,” 
Kasof says, “it was obvious that 
more research into psychedelic 
drugs was going Harvard 
than anywhere else the 
world,” 


Did Art daugh- 
ter really die jumping off 
building during LSD 
experience? 

“That story has been con- 
clusively refuted number 
times,” Kasof says with grin, “as 
was the story about the three 
students who went blind from 
staring into the sun during 
LSD trip. The principal who told 
that story later admitted that 
inade up; think was fired.” 

And chromosome damage? 
Kasof cites review the 
medical literature shows that 
LSD does ‘‘not cause 
chromosome damage human 
beings normal doses.” (Anoth- 
study maintains that causes 
more chromosome breaks 
laboratory-cultured 
aspirin.)

many other states, Sunday 
laws have been whittled down 
over the centuries hardy few 
and those, too, are disappear- 
ing. Until recently, Sunday box- 
ing was prohibited California, 
barbering Oregon. Pennsyl- 
vania, was legal sell bicycle 
Sunday; not tricycle, though. 
Until recently, Washington, 
DC, was illegal sell ice-cream 
cones drive sheep down 
Pennsylvania Avenue Sun- 
day. 

It’s easy see the Sunday laws 
quaint relics. But until fairly 
recently, they caused economic 
hardship Jews and Seventh- 
Day Adventists, who observe the 
Sabbath Saturday. Sabbath 
observance required the 
Fourth Commandment, which 
forbids all manner work 
“the seventh day.” Most Chris- 
tians now take that day 
Sunday. But until the 
16th century that the Sunday 
Sabbath was officially recognized 
church leaders. Bertrand 
Russell once remarked, “Some- 
times Divine Commands have 
been curiously interpreted. For 
example, are told not work 
Saturdays, and Protestants 
take this mean that are not 
play Sundays.” 

Sabbatarians have been 
forced close shop Saturday 
for reasons conscience, and 
once again Sunday obey 
civil law. imposing what 
amount economic penalties 
Sabbatarians, Sunday laws may 
seem violate the First Amend- 
ment guarantee freedom 
religion. And indeed, the late 
1950s, Orthodox Jew from 
Massachusetts was charged with 
violating the law opening his 
kosher market Sundays. 
When his case reached the 
Supreme Court, Chief Justice Earl 
Warren ruled that Sunday laws 
don’t discriminate against Jews, 


but merely “make the practice

fterward, when William 
Kennedy had settled 
back into the routine 
teaching narrative 
fiction and creative writing 
Cornell, would refer the 
Week or, sometimes, the 
Moveable Feast. Drumming his 
fingers against wine glass, 
would say that what happened 
him was case wretched 
excess, fluke,” something 
writer should expect. But that’s 
about detached the novelist 
gets. flicker embarrassment 
but only flicker crosses his 
face when admits that one 
night played Frank Sinatra’s.

“Two weeks ago, William 
Kennedy couldn’t have gotten 
arrested,” Stefan Kanfer, Time 
magazine’s book-review editor, 
said the time. “Now, 
major American novelist.” 

Such transformations are not 
unprecedented American 
literary life. recent years, one 
has only think Anne Tyler 
and Dinner the Homesick 
Restaurant, D.M. Thomas and 
The White Hotel, (most 
spectacularly) John Irving and The 
World According Garp. But 
unlike those writers, Kennedy 
never went through the 
intermediate phase cult 
popularity: until the publication 
Ironweed, few people 
including many the 
reviewers had ever heard 
him, much less read him. 54, 
Kennedy was too old 
considered hot young 
phenomenon. And with only 
three other novels his credit, his 
output was too sparse for anyone 
point massive body work 
that had been mysteriously 
overlooked. What distinguished 
Kennedy’s career before January 
was how commonplace had 
been. years, had started 
books (completing most 
them) and seen three published; 
had worked for five 
newspapers, freelanced for more 
than dozen publications, and

Trippett and Kennedy’s 
colleagues from SUNY-Albany, 
Tom Smith and Harry Staley. One 
one, Kennedy toasted them, 
explaining mock-heroic terms 
why each had been chosen.

Ironweed was going it, they 
all hoped the breakthrough 
book, the one that would finally 
bring him recognition and ensure 
some semblance financial 
security, the book that would pay 
him back for the years 
uncertainty.

hatever its shortcomings, 
Breathless lives its title. 

This remake the Jean-Luc 
Godard classic that spearheaded the 
French New Wave takes you for ride, 
and though you may not like where it’s 
headed, the scenery whizzes 
seductive, head-spinning pace. Consider- 
ing where Hollywood located, maybe 
it’s not surprising that most directors take 
Los Angeles for granted. But director Jim 
McBride finds high-voltage funkiness 
that smogged-over landscape, and 
lights otherwise dim-watted film. 


Jesse Lujack, the hyperkinetic drifter 
played Gere, eludes the 
police while pursuing piece French 
custard named Monica (Valerie 
Kaprisky), McBride takes the tour 
that Gray Line give you. 
shuttled into low-lying, David 
Hockneyesque apartment complexes, 
taken past houses shaped like beehives 
and sand castles, dragged new-wave 
parties multi-level parking garages. 
whooshed past colorful, block- 
long murals, hustled through doughnut- 
shaped doughnut shops, stranded 
auto-wrecking yards with rubble far 
the eye can see. This new-wave 
Disneyland: every piece litter 
incorporated into giant pop-art exhibit. 

Breathless coasts the tension be- 
tween pop fantasy and grim reality, and 
the movie states its themes rather 


baldly and klutzily, might add 
terms opposites: all nothing, today 
vs. tomorrow, and, cribbing Faulkner, 
grief nothingness.

Hoberman and Rosenbaum are 
obsessive insiders been gorging 
themselves underground, schlock, 
and exploitation fare for long 
people like Andy Warhol, George 
Romero, and John Waters have been 
churning out. Using New York City 
their base, the pair detail the history 
cult films biographies the film- 
makers, records which films played 
where (and for how long), which turned 
profit, which got busted.

“The Lane Collection: Twentieth Cen- 
tury Paintings the American Tra- 
dition” (through August along with 
complementary selection works from 
its own holdings (through June 19).

made the tear gas, tommy guns, and 
latent mayhem “Riot Cell Block #9” 
into joke, rock and roll and R&B were 
dropping hints desperation and sneak- 


ing angry asides into good-time cheers. 
the big-beat pop market grew whiter, 
younger, and more middle-class, the 
lusty double-entendres and bitter humor 
jump-blues boogie faded into discreet 
puppy-passion slogans and bits sassy, 
schoolday wit. The mid-’50s adolescent 


lovers Shirley and Lee’s “Sweet- 
hearts” dispensed with sharing soda and 
one goodnight smooch. Shirley de- 
molished good-girl etiquette she 
called Lee tell him “Mom and 
Daddy just stepped out and I’m all, all 
alone.” And her boyfriend was hardly 


slaving over his homework Lee 
responded, right over baby and 
we'll have ourselves feeling 
downhearted and I’m drinking alcohol.”

faster Boston than any album 
released that year, and its songs and 
those their 1979 debut, The 
commanded air and floor time, both rock 
and disco. The band’s remarkable suc- 
cess was triggered unforeseen 


vanguard fans: rock-and-roll strangers 
unified infatuation with the B-52s’ 
studious love pop trash much 
with the songs’ jagged rhythmic jolts. 
Newbury Street’s impatient boutique 
culture, the South End’s hedonistic gays, 
BU’s callow co-eds they all nudged and 
winked their way through parties fueled 


this self-proclaimed “tacky little 
dance band from Athens, G-A.” Three 
years later, period that often defines 
pop lifestime, these cognoscenti have 
forgotten the recent “un- 
publicized” gig promote its new 
Whammy! (Warner Bros.), the band 
corralled scruffy, crew 


into the Channel. Galumphing Can- 
tabrigians, Southie layabouts, beauty 


queens from Revere they all crouched 


the floor Fred Schneider’s command 
“Down,-down” during “Rock Lob- 
ster.” 

Outlining band’s audience usually 
makes for bad sociology, but then few 
bands have linked themselves ineluc- 
tably with their fans. Cindy Wilson wails 
with the throbbing abandon 
amateur singing along the radio her 
room. Schneider yelps and gyrates with 
the effete nerdiness the sock-hop 
wallflower who reveals he’s the slickest 
dancer school.

Work’s hard labor the Austra- 
lian pub circuit their creating songs 

that can simultaneously complement 
and cut through beery fog has bolstered them 
for rugged but cheerful siege our overworked 
senses. The first dozen times you hear the 
group’s immensely popular singles “Who Can 
“Down Under,” and “Be Good 


Johnny” (from the multi-platinum debut, Business 


Usual, 1982) and “Overkill” (from the new 
Cargo), they sound like discreet background 
music, not boisterous intrusions upon your busy 
life. But Men Work your full 
attention; Colin voice goes down sherbet- 
smooth, and the band loads songs with time- 
release frills. “Who Can Now?” the treat 
was Greg skittish saxophone; “Down 
Under” was ripe with exoticisms like Ham’s flute, 
Hay’s affected patois, the band’s elastic pseudo- 
reggae rhythms (Men Work risk becoming mere 
recruits from the Police academy), and the 
perplexing line, just smiled and gave 
Vegemite sandwich.” 

Maybe those detractors who labeled Men 
Work rock lightweights even mother could 
love (and make mistake, that’s the band’s 
intent) misjudged them Cargo suggests that 
Men Work are clever pop heavyweights. 
“Overkill,” for example, the airiest, 
creamiest orchestration: John Rees’s bass and 
guitarist Ron Strykert’s delicate, Knopfleresque 
picking drive the sinuous melody and down 
like slow-motion roller coaster; and mingled 
with Ham’s meowing sax, Hay’s voice wavers 
between throaty confession and braying frus- 
tration. Men Work, seems, consider them- 
selves very adult, very contemporary. 

Whereas Business Usual spotlighted its 
chartbusters, Men Work nurture, worry, and 
burnish Cargo; reluctant call attention 
the hit the expense the whole (in fact, the lack 
grandstand hooks may mean shorter stay for 
Cargo the top the charts). But the sharpest 
departure from Business Usual the new 
sobriety; it’s the paranoid protagonist 
“Who Can Now?”, not the jolly buffoon 
“Down Under,” who dominates Cargo. Hay’s 
plainspoken fables fear, alienation, withdrawal, 
neurosis, insomnia are disturbingly fervent. Hay 
insisted, Can Now?”, that “there’s 
nothing wrong with state mental 
and Cargo obsessively reiterates the idea 
that momentary breakdowns cleanse the psy- 
che for the next workday’s insanity. And the 
pliant, agreeable, band-work colors Hay’s tormen- 
ted sketches. Ham’s loony, polka-rhythm sax 
overtakes House” whenever Hay 
escapes into reclusive fantasy; “No Sign 
Yesterday,” synthesizers, 
Strykert’s spare, cascading guitar solo, and the 
rhythm section’s foot-dragging reggae diffuse 
doomy aura over Hay’s lovelorn depression. It’s 
too soon tell whether the sitcom goofiness 
“Down Under” was only diversion from the 
more serious business hand. But for now, Men 
Work: have puzzling over modest yet 
intriguing proposition: staying sane hard day’s 
work.

Mutabaruka 
CHECK IT!

ike many acute urban observers, the poet 
and dub-reggae rapper Mutabaruka torn 


the uneasy co-existence idyllic beauty 
and scandalous brutality. course can write 
about flowers and bees and birds and trees and 
lovers the park,” growls the start his 
debut album, what use write about 
you sit park night and man come and 
shoot you and take your woman and rape her?” 
Check It! Mutabaruka’s loaded answer that 
gnawing question; wraps the steely scalpel 
his poetry the most bewitching reggae 
released this year. 

Dub poetry the infant offspring loquacious 
Jamaican radio personalities. Starting the late 
‘60s, Kingston DJs like U-Roy and Big Youth 
became stars improvising salacious and 
satirical spiels over spare, chunky rhythm tracks. 
The market for dub chants and toasts was 
established partly because reggae suited 
melding words and rhythm, its melodic lines 
second the thrust and parry the backbeat. For 
example, the master dub poetry, Linton Kwesi 
Johnson, never compromised the menacing 
message his Forces Victory accommodate 
song arrangements. The music pulses his words 
forward, pounds against them; but never 
swallows them whole. 

Mutabaruka shows equal fidelity his fluid 
vocal cadence which isn’t surprising consider- 
ing that many Check lyrics have been 
published previously poetry reviews. 
and “Sit Dung Pon Wall,” Muta reads 


features star reggae sidemen like drummers 
Carlton Barrett, Leroy “Horsemouth” Wallace, 
and Carlton Davis, keyboardist Augustus Pablo, 
and guitarist (and co-producer with Mutabaruka) 
Earl “Chinna” Smith. this season flabby 
work from stalwarts like the Mighty Diamonds, 
Big Youth, and Rita Marley, the lean, nearly brittle 
structure Check It! stunning. Led 
stampede drumming, the guitar and keyboards 
flicker and vanish, leaving sound that cool 
and translucent frost-glass globe. The songs 
build around wisp melody rather than relying 
the usual reggae bass drag; and several cuts use 
straight-backed rhythms that are unlike reggae’s.

Check It! dark document from deeply 
committed Rastafarian; still welcome not 
hear one reference Jah ganja more than 
one Rastafari.

Miles Davis 
STAR PEOPLE 
(Columbia) 


it’s beset with galling inconsisten- 
cies, Star delivers the 


testimony his more optimistic fans have 
been anticipating from Miles Davis ever since the 
tarnished trumpet idol broke his long silence two 
summers ago. The wait has been painful. The 
gameness solos The Man with 
the Horn compensated neither for puffy tone 
symptomatic six years inactivity nor for the 
numbing clamor the two electric guitarists 
had taken under his wing. And the 1982 live 
double Want Miles reeking the stale 
odors sports-arena fusion and heavy-metal 
exertion sounded especially ponderous com- 
pared with the sleeker, friskier, funk-influenced 
jazz Ornette Coleman and Ronald Shannon 
Jackson. 

With Star People Davis has regained his 
confidence and for telling under- 
statement. The centerpiece Star People the 
title track, 19-minute slow blues basic and 
savory any Davis has recorded. “Star 
gathers power Davis and his resourceful 
drummer Foster the improvisational ante 
each the three solo turns, until the 
suspense exhilarating. Parceling out notes 
conversational midrange, Davis stirs excitement 
not with blinding speed stratospheric bolts but 
with mounting rhythmic complexity and tensile 
strength his ever-lengthening phrases; all the 
while, terse afterbeat encircling wider 
ranges rhythm, growing denser and more 
combustible. “Star People” opens, Davis 
spraying notes the Oberheim organ, ploy 
repeats minutes into the cut; along the way, 
tenor saxophonist Bill Evans preaches briefly, and 
guitarist Mike Stern boomerangs grand blue notes. 
“Star People” proving ground for Miles

“Come Get It” boasts fine Davis solo 
based the fanfare from Otis Redding’s 
Turn You Loose,” but the band vamps endlessly 
before sliding gear behind the leader; and 
thunders off the track completely once has 
spoken his piece.

After such heated communion 
with (and influence upon) their 
fans, understandable that the 
B-52’s would retreat, would re- 
lease “party mix” previous 
material holding action. But 
1982’s Mesopotamia, lengthy 
containing some their most 
densely structured music, had 
such low profile that was 
bypassed radio and clubs: The 
proffered cute catch- 
phrases, instead deepening the 
band’s surprising commitment 
its grooves “How dull,” its 
early fans must have thought. 
Meanwhile, the dance-club scene 
spawned the B-52s’ music had 
itself spawned numerous im- 
itators pretenders who taped 
videos before they had invented 
rhythms. Mixed into such fare, 
the B-52s’ new “Whammy Kiss” 
and “Song for Future Genera- 
crudity that’s interchangeable 
with other dance band’s gloss. 
For better for worse, the songs 
Whammy! will never have 
you wondering, drink hand, 
“What appliance just whizzed 
by?” 

Whammy! skims the elec- 
tronics, horns, and new guitar 
strokes that David Byrne layered 
through his production 
Mesopotamia.

But this 
new number connects with its 
audience without camp 
apologetics forcing its way into 
your apartment. Gliding along 
one its easiest rhythms, the 
band voices its outrageous ambi- 
tions (it wants be, among other 
things, “the empress fashion,” 
“the president Moscow,” and 
“the king the and 
announces, meet and have 
baby now.” Also, the band 
members introduce themselves, 
give their astrological signs, and 
tell you their favorite things 
Schneider, for example, likes 
“collecting records and exploring 
the cave the unknown.”

Still, selecting only the title track 
from Mesopotamia betrayed their 
uneasihess with doing even their 
finest non-hit material. Such tac- 
tics are expected from any 
band hoping widen its au- 
dience and maintain some its 
old guard. For their newer, more 
suburban audience, the

More than one revival later, Emma 
Goldman’s question paradox still vexes. 
The contradictions between fashion (by which 
mean concern for how one looks) and feminism are 
more political and personal than ever though the 
two have been slugging out since long before the 
bustle the 19th Amendment. With the 
foundations the first resting upon superficial 
physicality and those the second upon deeply 
grounded beliefs, little wonder that suffragists and 


contemporary feminists alike have found fancy 
lingerie antithetical women’s rights. Modern 
fashion has promised liberation through 
individualism and self-expression for the last two 
centuries, but it’s often proved subversive and even 
imprisoning turning women into well-dressed 
consumers enslaved multi-billion-dollar beauty 
business. The insurrections response from the 
19th-century bloomer craze the workshirt chic 
the past decade have occasionally arrived 
accompanied equally iron-clad doctrine. 
Fifteen years ago women stormed the Miss 
America Pageant Atlantic City during live 
national coverage protest what they saw 
annual livestock show. 1971 Germaine Greer 
insisted The Female Eunuch that unshaven legs 
were beautiful and deodorants near-sinful; 
thereafter, any woman blue eye shadow and 
pantyhose CR-session was either government 
agent mother. High-heeled shoes 
were declared priori oppressive: more evidence 


against male-dominated fashion industry that 


mugged female victims with its prices and raped 
them with its styles. the late 1970s, soft-sculpture 


mannequins those horrid dumpling lookalikes 
with smushed-in faces had become the new 
subject contempt. Women only being 
portrayed objects, tolled the bell feminist 
theory, they were also passive, ugly dolls 
dressed whimsy. And only Bill Blass could make 
them beautiful. 

This wasn’t just rebellion against the patriarchy: 
feminism’s new fashion borrowed its themes from 
the anti-materialistic impulses both the New Left 
and the counterculture. abandoning the three- 
way make-up mirror for body hair and frizzy hair 
(and often body odor), the women who rejected the 
Maidenform image their mothers had sold them 
now embraced aesthetic that promised sexual 
liberation and personal fulfillment. (It was also cost 
and labor efficient; trading narcissism for off-the- 
rack pragmatism brought its own kind 
liberation.) But casting off the confines the 
prevailing fashion code for underground one, 
which jeans and flight jackets were the in-crowd 
equivalent bobby sox and saddle oxfords, had 
feminists designed criterion just rigid and 
elitist? Had, fact, well-intentioned revolt against 
the motherland simply replaced the hedonistic 
underpinnings modern fashion with new strain 
Puritanism? 

bohemian, sorority silk, understated elegant 
can draw upon variety less-than-pretty 
emotions: narcissism, contempt, insecurity, 
jealousy. And aesthetics often had much 
impact the matter (say) moral codes, physical 
comfort, copy, and the fly-shuttle loom. Lois 
Banner attempts follow this thread, were, 
back 1800 American Beauty: Social History 
Idea, Ideal, and Image the Beautiful Woman 
(Knopf, 369 pages, $20). Drawing upon fashion 
periodicals, beauty and etiquette manuals, diaries, 
contemporary fiction, and theater histories, 
American Beauty exhaustively documents fashion 
dictates and beauty crazes throughout the 19th 
century. curious contention that 1921 
(the year the first Miss America contest), the 
foundations modern beauty ideals (and the 
contemporary beauty industry) were already laid; 
she consequently devotes most the book four 
stereotypes beauty that long preceded Harlow 
and Monroe, and the feminists and dress 
reformers who challenged the code. 

The ironies that pervade American Beauty are 
most evident dialectical explanation 
how industry Revion and R.H. Macy and Lord 
and Taylor eventually triumphed over women’s 
rights: “Feminists’ sense unlimited possibility 
freeing women from cultural constraints had led 
them argue that every woman could beautiful; 
the fashion culture turned the argument its head 
contending that beauty was available all who 
used the right cosmetic wore the right hair style.” 
course, the conflicts between feminism and 
fashion were complicated (and sometimes 
convoluted) changing sexual attitudes. And 
most significant challenge consensus 
history her assertion that the Victorian code was 
ambivalent was ethereal, and that fashion 
was one way for women rebel against that code. 
But the beauty industry did fact provide 
escape route away from prudery and dreariness, 
from all that was Puritanical American society, 
also played off the Cinderella myth promising 
upward mobility way the mirror.

This fragile darling with the 
heart-shaped face was heralded 
the lithographs (hence the 
name) ante-bellum fashion 
magazines; aspiring young 
women who wished affect her 
bee-stung lips were encouraged 
recite (again and again, daily), 
“Peas, prunes, and prisms.” 
(Feminist Elizabeth Cady Stanton 
offer leaflets any 
woman with “prunes and 


prisms” expression her face.) 


Following the Civil War, the 
voluptuous woman Russell) 
came into vogue, trading 
near-anorectic nouveau for Vik- 
ing chic trend Banner at- 
tributes sources ranging from 
painters the French Academy 
popular medical advice. the 
early 1900s, the exercise move- 
ment (feminist backed, not 
inspired) had ousted the buxom- 
as-beautiful mode for another

Rejecting her 
corset for the bicycle and 
supported instead the on- 
slaught industrialization and 
modernism the “modern” (if 
not yet liberated) woman had 
arrived.

she was wholesome, was fol- 
lowed the pre-war years the 
“soubrette,” tough, slangy, 
Mary Pickford type with Sister 
Carrie roots and chorus-girl looks 
another instance pop cul- 
ture fashion’s trickling upward 
haute couture. One could 
speculate (and Banner does) that 
dress reformers had hand all 
these transitions, turning prunes 
‘n’ prisms gals into sassy Ziegfeld 
girls over the course several 
decades. fact, when fashion 
liberated all, usually did 
after bumping into colliding 
with feminists. God knows, 
they had their work cut out for 
them: the dress code mid- 
century America 
women wool and horsehair 
petticoats, skirts dragging the 
mud, and suffocatingly tight cor- 
sets. The most radical solution 
women’s discomfort arrived 
when Elizabeth Cady Stanton 
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and Amelia Bloomer donned 
mid-calf-length dresses over bag- 
trousers. Originally protest, 
the bloomer dress turned into 
national outrage; America didn’t 
want its women wearing the 
pants the family, and some 
critics went far quote 
Deuteronomy prove it. “We 
believe the petticoat 
institution older and more sacred 
than the Magna Carta,” spake 
article entitled “Our Daughters.” 
“Man loses the only authority 
that can effectually tame him 
when woman loses the delicacy 
mind and costume that marks 
her his counterpart and not his 
rival.” 

The bloomer dress was short- 
lived, part because was 
far-fetched; even feminists found 
unappealing. Still, estab- 
lished among doctors, educators, 
exercise reformers, and feminists 
the consensus that America’s 
beauty codes were constricting 
and even lethal. the 1830s 
women were taking arsenic and 
eating chalk achieve proper 
pallid complexion and tight-lac- 
ing themselves into 18-inch 
waist; four decades later, they 
were enameling their faces with 
lead-base paint. Sitting all 
night before the ball protect 
coiffure was not 
uncommon. All this gentility paid 
hell health, course, especial- 
when the quest for delicate 
constitution was carried the 
extreme. Consumption, paleness, 
and fainting were encouraged: 
invalidism-as-chic. Better pass 
out and fashionable than 
stand and counted. 

The issues raised American 
Beauty are contentious ones: the 
current tendency link fashion 
with sadomasochism has more 
than ample historical precedent, 
but Banner skirts that mare’s nest 
with lengthy endnote. fact, 
many documented howevers and 
yets appear this work that one 
wants cry out for impassioned 
argument any kind: fire the 
torpedoes and primary sources 
damned. But Banner remains 
calm and even-handed through 
120 leaden years, 
documenting every outlandish 
beauty fad and every feminist 
response thus providing 
with cache information, 
but not much synthesis am- 
munition for either side the 
debate. American Beauty ends 
abruptly what arguably could 
have been the most provocative 
(and illuminating) part the 
story, devoting 20-page over- 
view current ideas beauty 
and the corporate ideas that feed 
them. Banner rationalizes this 
trot through most the 20th 
century with the disclaimer that 
new glamor-oriented institu- 
tions have appeared since 1920, 
“with the exception perhaps 
television” which rather like 
saying that nothing much has 
changed since 1945, with the 
exception perhaps the 
bomb. 

the scholarly outpour 
social history the last years 
has taught anything, should 
that linear historical narratives 
whose sole subject 
bourgeoisie are more com- 
prehensive than the tenured 
white male historians who write 
them. Lois Banner has gone the 
underbelly the archives 
raise new issues and evidence 
about neglected aspect the 
culture. What she’s left out, aside 
from the last vital years, are 
the motives behind the motif 
those both the beauty industry 
and its targets. Calvinism still 
haunts and 
media stereotypes, well the 
feminist argument against them. 
According the mixed message 
popular culture, attain beau- 
suffer its price; according 
hard-line denim theorists, 
wear fine threads plunge 


from grace into the lap vanity 


(or Giorgio Armani). Our icons 
and idols tell precious little 
the contrary: Meryl Streep 


Sophie’s Choice any indication 
beauty vogue (and she is), then 
are being led believe that 
frailty, alcoholism, malnutrition, 
egg-shell pallor, and lifetime 
cruelties are vital looking 
good. Jane Fonda (obvious 
ironies and royalties notwith- 
standing) castigated with paro- 
books and snide remarks 
mostly male press; over 40, still 
gorgeous, and possessing great 
muscle tone, she’s making 
fortune off other women’s 
masochism socialist turned 
despot front her languid 
drill team. Edie Sedgwick 
who’s 
humously across glossy and 
newsprint covers the past year 
was loudly anointed one 
the Beautiful People. She also 
happened bulemic, anorec- 
tic, and hopelessly neurotic, 
strung-out, kohl-eyed golden girl 
who died for Andy sins 
before she saw 30. 

small wonder that anger 
and frustration drove women 
away from their closets and the 
consuming pages Vogue and 
toward more androgynous 
breasts and well-shaped ‘asses 
that the fashion industry offered 
was also avoid cat calls and 
come-ons; thus rejection became 
liberation. one patriarchy was 
designing plunging 
and shoes that women 
walk in, much less run, another 
was prosecuting rape victims for 
wearing those fashions when the 
come-ons turned into physical 
threats: the old she-was-asking- 
for-it routine. Such ideas don’t 
hold much credibility anymore, 
court even (most) bars. 
Still, freedom can deceptively 
close fragmentation; 
women’s options are less limited, 
they are more contradictory and 
fraught with irony, and the center 
may longer hold. the last 
week seen women sporting 
expensive, all-cotton threads 
along with blue hair, and 
professional tweeds top 
pair Adidases. I’ve talked 
female friends wearing lab coats, 
surgical smocks, and 
leotards utilitarian gear that 
may have never paid conscious 
mind fashion and yet 
integral it, and feminism 
well. I’ve also noticed women 
Salvation Army and thrift-shop 
apparel: not antique bed jackets 
and high-tack 
but polyester, galoshes, and 
acrylic scarves. Paisleys and 
plaids worn together not for 
“contrast” for “layering” but 
for warmth. Most 
women were riding buses, 
sitting subway stations, 
lying doorways. They 
much choice about where they 
shop, they shop all, and they 
are the victims whom fashion 
cannot exploit and whom 
feminism can’t always help.

And 
novelist Brown has cooked 
tale lesbian trysts and tribu- 
lations the women’s tennis 
circuit, Sudden Death (Bantam, 
241 pages, $13.95), that draws

ven under Ronald Reagan, 
the FCC can’t every- 

thing wrong. For the most 
part, the FCC, flying the twin 
banners and 
decision,” has been 
throwing the 
casting industry into chaos, and 
only the strong NBC, Time- 
Life, Warner Communications, 
and their ilk stand benefit. 
The power the conglomerates 
growing, while independent 
voices are finding harder than 
ever keep pace. Technological 
improvements that 
crease the diversity air 
products, such low-power TV, 
bring some services out the 
stone age, such stereo and 
stereo AM, are being left 
languish sea judicial- 
economic sludge the com- 
mission declares “hands off” 
throws bureaucratic hurdles 
their way. 

Still, recent deregulatory de- 
cision the FCC actually 
being praised the skies just 
about everyone who has any- 
thing with the business 
radio communications. It’s 
dream: everyone 
makes money, from the major 
commercial-radio networks 
the most minuscule independent 
and educational stations, and 
virtually nobody gets hurt. The 
ruling, announced April and 
scheduled take effect the first 
week June, removes most 
the resfrictions surrounding the 
use Subsidiary Communica- 
tions Authorization channels 
(SCAs) broadcasters. 

Never heard SCAs? Maybe 
not, but since the they 
have helped keep many stations 
the air. They have also 
provided assistance groups 
diverse commodities brokers 
and the blind 
probably annoyed you when 
gone the supermarket 
stepped inside elevator. 

Also known subchannels 
subcarriers, SCAs are relatively 
narrow-bandwidth audio chan- 
nels, multiplexed onto standard 
have lot room they extend 
100 kHz either direction form 
their assigned frequencies; 
for example, actually oc- 
cupies all the space the spec- 
trum from 101.6 101.8 MHz. 
The main audio, known the 
“mono” (left audio plus right) 
channel, occupies the first kHz 
both directions. The “stereo” 
channel (left audio minus right 
your receiver knows how sort 
all this out) goes kHz. 
That leaves almost half the chan- 
nel open for something else, 


which where SCA comes in. 

the heart the SCA chan- 
tone that modulated onto 
the carrier. It, turn, 
modulated with its own audio, 
which spreads out the subcarrier 
for about kHz either direction 
from kHz. You can’t 
hear home because your 
receiver designed pick 
that portion the signal. (In 
fact, the better tuner manufac- 
turers include their speci- 
fications figure for “SCA rejec- 
tion” show just how efficiently 
their equipment keeps the stuff 
out your speakers.) 

SCA’s are primarily subscrip- 
tion services: you need special 
(though not particularly com- 
plicated) receiver pick them 
up. The receivers are generally 
leased subscribers the 
company that provides the pro- 
gramming which may may 
not have any connection with the 
station that actually transmits 
the signal. The largest SCA users 
ground-music services like Muz- 
(owned Group W), Tel-A- 
Tunes, and WCRB Sound Sys- 
tems. Others carry voices, includ- 
ing the services 
for the blind that many public 
stations feature, news-and- 
information services for doctors. 
stockbrokers, farmers, and other 
groups. Some these, under 
special dispensation 
FCC, have recently begun use 
SCAs not broadcast audio, but 
feed data that can viewed 
portable reader that’s cross 
between Walkman and 
calculator. 

The stations are simply the 
vehicles over which the signal 
travels: they rent space their 
wavelength the program 
providers and sit back and collect 
the money coming in, which can 
competitive with the advertis- 
ing revenues from the main 
signal some SCA leases cost 
$6000 per month more. Occa- 
sionally the stations and the 
program providers share com- 
mon ownership: Muzak goes out 
over Group stations, except 
Boston, where the company 
longer has station. WBOS 
carries here, though the station 
will dropping the service soon; 
WCGY, among others, will pick 
up. WCRB, addition carrying 
the SCA signal, has separate 
on-premises division that oper- 
ates bank background-music 
tape players and maintains and 
installs subscribers’ receivers. 

But most stations have nothing 
with the origination their 


SCA programming. WHTT, like 
several other CBS-owned 
tions, broadcasts reports from 
Dow Jones. WERS broadcasts the 
services the Talking Infor- 
mation Center, reading service 
Marshfield that also goes out 
over that city’s WATD. WFNX 
running data channel with 
commodities prices from 
service 

Under the original FCC rules, 
which until this year 
mained virtually unchanged 
since their promulgation, SCAs 
were limited that part each 
channel between and 
kHz (the kHz subcarrier fre- 
quency industry standard, 
not the law), and the only type 
modulation allowed the sub- 
carriers was FM. Without special 
permission, SCAs had used 
for purposes “broadcast 
nature” hence the vast ma- 
jority are voice music. The new 
FCC ruling, however, lets each 
station whatever wants 
the range from kHz (the edge 
the stereo audio) 100 kHz 
(the boundary the chan- 
nel), and opens SCAs any 
kind broadcast service, using 
any kind modulation, and 
even allows for station 
broadcast more than one SCA. 
Although this would seem 
obvious move, there are reasons 
why the commission kept its old 
rules around for long. 

The major problem 
SCAs can cause interference 
the normal portions the 
channel, particularly the stereo 
audio. 
characterized high-pitched 
whistles warbles, known 
which can originate 
either the transmitter the 
receiver. 

the transmitters they can 
among them the frequency-divid- 
ing networks that supply the 
stereo pilot tone. This 
unmodulated kHz signal that 
tells the receiver that the station 
broadcasting stereo and 
switches its stereo-decoding 


circuitry. ensure that the 


being broadcast absolutely 
accurate, the transmitter will gen- 
erate with higher-frequency 
crystal (usually kHz higher), 
and will then pass through 
frequency-dividing 
networks. one-cycle error 
kHz becomes only one-quarter- 
cycle error the time gets 
chopped down kHz.) Un- 
fortunately, the dividing circuits 
are not perfect; they create 
certain amount distortion, 
usually the form stray 
signals odd harmonics the 


final frequency. particularly 
nasty distortion product the 
third harmonic: kHz. this 
signal leaks out the trans- 
mitter, can against the 
kHz SCA subcarrier create 
kHz tone, which 
shows the main audio the 
receiver. The kHz tone not 
constant being frequency- 
modulated the SCA audio 
the difference tone changes 
well, creating warbling sound 
the receiver. 

Similar things can happen 
the receiving end. decode the 
stereo audio properly, one the 
things the receiver has 
double the kHz pilot. 
Sometimes this circuit distorts 
little and overshoots, which re- 
sults the generation small 
bit signal kHz. the 
tuning circuits don’t 
good job keeping kHz 
SCA subcarrier out, then these 
signals will beat against each other. 

But, the FCC has recognized, 
technology has come ways 
since SCAs first came on; today 
it’s rare find transmitter 
that has serious birdie problems. 
Receivers, too, have gotten better, 
especially since the introduction 
phase-locked-loop 
circuits, which much 
smaller amounts carrier distor- 
tion than was previously possi- 
ble. (Really cheap receivers, 
course, don’t have the frequency 
response reproduce the birdies 
that they generate.) 

But there’s another problem, 
which many broadcasters don’t 
like talk about: using SCA 
tends weaken the strength 
the main signal. The total amount 
modulation that can applied 
limit, and any that mod- 
ulation (typically around per- 
cent) applied SCA, there 
that much less left for the rest 
the signal. The result that the 
coverage areas the mono and 
stereo signals are 
duced; fringe areas the signal 
becomes difficult receive. 

It’s for these reasons that SCAs 
have not been popular one 
might think, considering their 
income potential: only about 
one-quarter the stations that 
could put them the air have 
done so. But despite the draw- 
backs, commercial 
tional stations alike are excited 
about the idea making re- 
venues from their SCAs. Don’t 
worry not all going 
runnng background music. 
The reason for all the excite- 
ment the huge need for data 
transmission, especially over the 
“last that separates the 
originator from the user. Today, 
data transmission dependent 
upon sophisticated systems like 
microwave dishes, expensive 
ones like telephone cable-TV 
lines. SCAs, which use ordinary 
antennas and 
ceivers, can eliminate all that 
one company 
replacing telephone lines with 


SCA transmitters and receivers 
will cut its distribution costs 
percent. It’s wonder, then, that 
data services are outbidding 
background-music services 
over the country for SCA leases. 

There will also plenty 
local uses for the new data 
channels. supermarket chain, 
for instance, 
price and inventory changes, 
which could fed instantly into 
every one its checkout com- 
puters all its stores. utility 
company South Dakota plans 
and off air conditioners and water 
heaters within its area remote 
control, thereby efficiently con- 
trolling electric power usage. 
SCAs could also used for 
electronic mail, facsimile, and 
municipal-services communica- 
tions, including fire, police, and 
transportation.

Recently NPR entered into 
agreement with National Infor- 
mation Utilities Corporation, 
private telecommunications com- 
pany, set national data- 
distribution network. Among the 
plans being talked about are 
paging service that could find 
subscriber anywhere the coun- 
try, automatic wireless de- 
livery licensed computer soft- 
ware subscribers equipped 
with rented decoders and micro- 
computers. The key all this, 
course, SCAs with 279 
outlets covering some percent 
the country, NPR could put 
nearly universal service opera- 
tion within matter months.

Sine Qua Non’s tapes are not 
duplicated real time the 
ratio 16:1, which slow 
compared with the 64:1 ratio 
generally used mass duplica- 
tion. The results are mixed: gen- 
erally pretty good, occasionally 
excellent about the best can 
produced cassettes. They’re 
little hissy, some have annoying 
thumps the beginning end, 
and there some high-end dis- 
tortion few places, but the 
sound generally clear.

ers, creating customized large- 
scale integrated circuits, building 
special ultra-clean factories 
press the discs, and forth. the 
becomes popular success, 
going transform the record 
million-dollar investment go- 
ing down the drain. With 
much riding the success this 
venture, you would expect Sony 
and Philips scour the world 
find and select the finest avail- 
able recordings with which 
launch this revolutionary new hi- 
medium. The appalling truth 
that whoever selected the first 
two hundred recordings for 
release has, effect, sabotaged 
the system. 

Many records simply 
not sound good. The highs are 
shrill, the dynamic range often 
seems compressed, and the back- 
ground noise all too audible. 
the New York Philharmonic’s 
recording 
“Petroushka” (CBS/Sony 38DC 
11), the timpani strokes are fre- 
quently distorted over-

Disc system, and justly famous 
for the excellence many its 
symphonic recordings, especially 
those made the acoustically 
splendid Concertgebouw Am- 
sterdam; but the first 200 CDs 
released, there’s only one 
Concertgebouw recording the 
single store. That’s not what 
call putting your best foot for- 
ward! 

Record-company 
often excuse the poor technical 
quality their recordings 
claiming that the average record 
low-fi medium-fi system, 
the flaws that audiophiles com- 
plain about are statistically unim- 
portant. But with the digital 
Compact Disc that sort defense 
just doesn’t wash. Given the high 
cost the players (close $1000) 
and records ($16 and up), ob- 
viously the Compact will 
purchased mainly audiophiles 
with money spend and high- 
quality playback systems listen 
through. releasing their prod- 
uct digital form, record com- 
panies are, effect, putting 
transparent glass walls their 
houses: now their sloppy techni- 
cal housekeeping exposed. 

course, the majority 
records are made not from the 
original studio recording, which 
commonly 24-track tape, but 
from mixed-down and proc- 
essed two-channel copy. Since all 
Compact Discs are being cut from 
the same two-channel tape that 
used make the equivalent 


disc, seems safe bet that some 

deliberate compromises made 
compensate for the 
difficulties transferring mas- 

ter tape disc and playing 

back. That would 

some the bad recordings 

heard are not beyond salvaging, 

only the engineers could 

back the original multitrack 

tapes and fresh, clean 

not likely happen any- 

time soon, though. discs and 

compact cassettes will continue 

dominate the marketplace for 

years come, and engineers will 

continue tailor their recordings 

for optimum results those 

media. 

What this mainly means that 
many Compact Discs have 
tonal balance that unnaturally 
bright the treble and thin the 
lower midrange, lacking the 
warmth and richness real 
musical sound. part, this re- 
flects the fact that most 
professional microphones have 
peaky, exaggerated 
sponse that presumably has been 
popular with engineers because 
provides impression 
enhanced detail that helps 
overcome the information losses. 
mastering and playback. 
addition, engineers often engage 
mass-market aural democracy, 
using equalizers add some 
“zip” and brilliance order 
optimize the sound for playback 
through the average 
medium-fi system, rather than 
simply producing the most ac- 
curate sound and letting people 
pay for the quality reproduc- 
tion they want. 

experimenting with 
equalizer, Brad Meyer has 
discovered setting that undoes 
the thin, bright, aggressive sound 
many CDs and makes them 
quite pleasurable hear. The 
tonal adjustment mainly involves 
modest boosts for frequencies 
the upper bass and lower mid- 
range, restore the missing 
warmth and fullness, plus mild 
reduction strength for the 
midtreble frequencies remove 
the aggressive edge from the 
sound. you don’t have 
graphic multiband parametric 
equalizer, you might able 
achieve comparable result 
turning down the midrange con- 
trol little bit three-way 
speakers, the tweeter control 
two-way speakers assum- 
ing that your speakers have such 
tone controls. maybe your 
loudspeakers, like the lovely 
Celestion SL-6, already have the 
sort warm tonal balance that 
complements bright recordings. 
Many 
though, have bright tonal 
balance that will make bright 
recordings very hard live with. 

Some critics have already 
begun claim that this false 
brightness inherent flaw 
digital playback. But it’s not so; 
some digital records are nicely 
balanced, with smooth and 
natural sound, and more this 
quality are expected arrive 
the market this summer the 
variety CDs grows. But you'll 
have sort through lot 
mediocre recordings find the 
ones that really are worth paying 
$16 apiece for. 

The bottom line that digital 
playback really wonderful 
when the recording well made. 
Digital audio is, forecast, 
revolutionary advance fidelity. 
But revolutions there usually 
are some casualties, and this 
revolution the first casualty the 
reputation for good engineering 
that Deutsche Grammophon 
once had. greater variety 
Compact Discs reach the market 
will soon become obvious all 
that the best recordings these 
days are being produced not 
the big companies like CBS, DG, 
and London, but the indepen- 
dents Telarc, Delos, and lot 
little companies that you 
heard but whose 
records you should buying 
you love the sound music.
